The California Indian Alcoholism 
Training Program will move on to the 
CSUS campus at the end of this 
month according to George Allen, 
program director 

The program is to be staffed and 
run by Native Americans and plans to 
teach them how to deal with 
alcoholism among their people 

“Alcoholism is absolutely the key 
problem among Native Americans 
and a rather substantial problem 
nationwide,” Allen said. “Young In- 
dians not all of them — can equate 
being drunk with being Indian. The 
Indian thinks this is what he is sup- 
posed to be.” 

Funded by the Nationa! Institute 
of Alcohol! Abuse and Alcoholism, the 
new CSUS program will be a joint ef- 
tort of the School of Social Work and 
Native American Studies (NAS). The 
Cahtornia Indian Alcoholism Com- 
mission (CIAC) wall also support the 
organization. NAS and CIAC will 
monitor the program to make sure it is 
fucfilling its goals. This places the sup- 
Porting groups in a “partner - wat- 
chdog” relationship said Allen 

“We couldn't just throw a program 
together,” he said citing the example 
of another program organized and run 
by non - Native Amencans. “The In- 
dians didn't ke it and came awav feel- 
ng they weren't getting anything from 

He said the reason for this is 
because Native Americans are less 
likely to get involved in programs 
where they are the only Native 
Amencans. For that reason, with the 
exception of Allen, the program will 
entirely by

Americans. Allen also said that he 
would not run the program but was 
only directing the groundwork 

The curnculum will deal directly 
withthe Native American, focusing on 
the Indian culture, tradition, and way 
of life. Students will get continuing 
education credits and at the com-

will be certified as a counselor for 
Native Amencan alcoholism 

This ts the first level of the program 
and it is Allen's hope that the students 
will be stimulated enough to continue
